THEIR MEMORIES EMBALMED IX 
THE NATION’S HEART. 


Flowers for Soldiers’ Graves—Impos­ 
ing Ceremonies at Grant's 
and Lincoln’s Tombs. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


[Copyright, 18S7, by the California Associated Press.) 
N ew York, May 30lh.—General Grant is 
not forgotten. 1\ bile thousands catne yes­ 
terday to his tomb in Riverside Park, 
thousands have been and are gathering 
there to-day. That Mecca of these many 
pilgrims was during the early hours this 
morning transformed into a veritable gar­ 
den of beautiful shrubs and rare flowers. 
The tomb is fairly hidden by gifts of gen­ 
erous hearts and loving hands. The key­ 
stone of the arched facade of the tomb is 
hidden by a large « «rand Army badge made 
with red, white, blue and purple immor­ 
telles. To the right of the center are the 
words, " In War, a Foe ” in purple flowers. 
Those to the left read, ” In Peace, a 
I riend. ’ The iron cross surmounting the 
tomb has been transformed into one com­ 
posed of white immortelles, with red and 
blue border. To either side of the tomb 
are banked iloral olleriugs from all parts of 
the country. 
The most striking is a handsome terres­ 
trial globe i1.) inches in diameter, and about 
four feet high. The globe is made with 
lifteen thousand immortelles. 
Water is 
represented by white flowers, while the po­ 
litical divisions of the various continents, 
as well as the islands of the seas, are desig­ 
nated by different colors. On the broad 
Pacilic are the worils in purple flowers, 
“ Phe Emerald Isle decorates his grave.” 
The standard is composed of evergreens. 
This is the offering of Flavius Cheney and 
family. The design and idea of the gift 
were first suggested by the children of his 
household, who have been and are great 
admirers of Grant. 
Another elegant tribute is a token of 
friendship between the oldest and voungest 
ot the great naúons of the earth.' It is a 
double screen, four by six feet, of rare 
roses and immortelles, and is the joint gift 
of Viceroy Li Hung Chang, Premier of 
China, who made Grant’s acquaintance 
while visiting China, and formed an admir­ 
ing friendship for him, and Chang Yen 
Horn, ( hiñese Minister at Washington. 
One of the screens is a crossed sword and 
pen, and on the other the national Hag of 
China. 
George G. Meade Post. No. 1, Philadel­ 
phia, sent a tive-foot target of red, white 
anti blue rings around the edge of a great 
yellow star 011 the green ground in the 
center. 
This morning a score of park emploves 
erected a grand stand to the south of the 
tomb, while many more inclosed a space 
of ground covering many acres and placed 
hundreds of benches in it. Captain Beatty, 
Sergeant Flock and Roundsman Cunning­ 
ham, with 150 Park policemen and 250 reg­ 
ular police, kept the great crowd in order. 
The decorations and arrangements were in 
charge of «¡rant Post, Brooklyn. Comrades 
Andrew Jacobs and James Dean acting as 
the committee. 
Business is very generally suspended, and 
the streets were thronged at an early hour 
with dense crowds of people waiting with 
patient expectancy the coming of the usual 
Memorial day procession. Thousands of 
people are visiting the tomb of General 
Grant, to do honor to the illustrious dead. 
The procession composed of militia and 
veteran organizations,interspersed through­ 
out with carriages containing maimed and 
invalid veterans, was reviewed by Gov­ 
ernor Hill, accompanied by Generals Sher­ 
man, Sickles, and many other distin­ 
guished people. It is estimated that about 
lifteen thousand people were in line. 
AT THE TOMB OF GRANT. 
N ew Y ork, May 30th.—Karlv in the dav 
Mrs. Grant stood at the tomb of the hero o'f 
Appomattox, and entering placed her per­ 
sonal token of flowers upon the casket 
within. Though the narrow space was 
filled with foliage, hers was the only offer­ 
ing of blooming flowers, all else heavy 
leaved and dark gtcen. Mrs. Grant went 
away to her home so as not to be 
present when the public should come 
to the services. There were offerings 
from a 
Viceroy of China, through 
the Minister here; 
from the Loyal 
Legion and many others. Twenty thou­ 
sand were there when the services began 
at four o'clock. Grant Post, of Brooklyn, 
was in charge, assisted bv Morgan and 
Hamilton Posts. Fifty colored ladies, in 
uniform, inarched to the tomb with 
flowers. There were appropriate services, 
according to the Grand Army ritual. 
John Rbey Thompson and Ü. 1). Now, of 
the Washington Square Methodist Church, 
delivered orations. 
[From all principal points comes infor­ 
mation of a close observance of Memorial 
Day.] 
AT LINCOLN’S TOMB. 
Springfield (111.), May 30th.—Impos­ 
ing Memorial ceremonies were held to-dav. 
A great number of visitors from outside 
points attended tbe exercises at Lincoln’s 
monument. Senator Cttllom welcomed the 
visilurs and veterans, and delivered a brief 
eulogy upon the martyred President. Lin­ 
coln. 
He was followed by other speakers, 
after which a number of handsome ll jrai 
tributes were placed on the tomb. 
GENERAL LOGAN REMEMBERED. 
W ashington, May 31st.—The services at 
the tomb of General Logan in Bock Creek 
Cemetery were picturesque and interesting. 
The Logan Guard of Honor had charge of 
the services, assisted by suggestions from 
Mrs. Logan. Such profusion of floral trib­ 
utes have rarely been seen.

ON TH E PACIFIC COA'-T. 
Honor» l*ai»l to the M em ory o f tlxe Na­ 
tion’s D efenders. 
S a n F r a n c is c o , May 30th.—A morebeau- 
tiiul day could be hardly imagined. There 
was just wind enough to make the march­ 
ing of tire veterans pleasant. As early as 
half-past nine o’clock the different divis­ 
ions of the National Guard ami the various 
posts of the Grand Army began to ren­ 
dezvous on New Montgomery street. A 
detachment of one hundred and fifty 
police, under the command of Chief Crow­ 
ley, occupied the right of the line, and fol­ 
lowing them came General W. H. Dimond 
and staff. The platoons of police, in fine 
marching order and carrying rifles filed 
into Market street. Grand Marshal Geist- 
ing and a brilliant staff followed, and then 
came the military, the members of the 
Grand Army Posts. Mexican Veterans, etc. 
The Mexican War Veterans, as they passed 
out Market street thirty-two strong, made 
a fine showing, and in‘looking at the vet­ 
erans it was hard to believe that forty 
years bad passed since these same men 
stormed the bights of Chapultepec. 
The rr ar of the procession was composed 
of nine wagons bearing the floral emblems 
and the bouquets for the decoration of *he 
graves of the dead. The route of the pro­ 
cession was along Market street and out 
Golden Gate avenue. The sidewalks along 
the line of march were crowded. 
The list of the donors of flowers to dec­ 
orate the graves of the soldier dead was 
unusually large this year, and a large dele­ 
gation of the W oman’s Relief Corps was 
busy yesterday and this morning at Metro­ 
politan Hall making bouquets, flower 
pieces, etc. 
The decorations at Odd Fellows’ Ceme­ 
tery, where the memorial exercises were 
held, were very elaborate, unique and 
beautiful.

More Talk of Canadian Annexation 
—Fatal Boiler Kxplosions—Pau­ 
pers R efused a Landing.

G A ID A IB W IN S . 
The M issourian D e h u t. H anlnn for the 
Sculling Cham pionship. 
Chicago, May 30th.—Jacob Gaudaur to­ 
day defeated Ned Hanlon, the great ex­ 
champion oarsmen, in the race for the 
championship of America and $5,000. The 
race was a three-mile pull on Calumet 
Lake. W hen the men first came out on 
the course the water was a little rough, 
but this had no deterring influence, and 
the start was made with promptness. Han- 
lan was at once a trifle in the lead, pulling 
short, quick strokes, forty-two per minute. 
Gaudaur kept close to him, with a long, 
steady sweep of about thirty-eight per m in­ 
ute. Gradually Haitian forged ahead, and 
at the end of the initial mile was fully a 
length in advance. Before the turn was 
reached the wind suddenly freshened aud 
rain began to pour. Tite lake was soon 
lumpy from end to end, and thedown-pour 
was 
almost 
blinding. 
Haitian 
turned 
first, 
two 
lengths ahead. 
Time, 
10:02. 
He 
was 
pulling 
about thirty-five strokes per minute, and 
rounding to Gaudaur struck about the same 
gait. Haitian kept well to the frontuntil en­ 
tering the third mile, when he commenced 
to tiag. His stroke became uneven and 
rowing seemed to require exertion. Gau­ 
daur was rowing magnificently at the same 
long, steady sweep, but faster. He soon 
passed Haitian. First one, then another, 
and at last three lengths between them 
could be seen. Ilanlan then made a tre­ 
mendous spurt for a very short time, but 
could not stand the pace. He lay back an 
instant, and glancing over his shoulder saw 
himself beaten. 
Gaudaur was six lengths away front him. 
Gaudaur then slackened his speed and 
passed the stand an easy winner by four 
lengths. Time, 20:29. 
It was a fine performance, under the ad­ 
verse circumstances. After the race Hait­ 
ian said he did not think the best man 
won, although he acknowledged him ­ 
self fairly beaten. He claimed to have been 
suffering from asevere cold, which told 011 
him at the critical time. 
Gaudaur said it was the hardest race he 
ever rowed. Haitian gets 40 per cent, of 
the $3,500, which were the total gate rec­ 
eipts. 
The figures, 20:29, were taken Irom the 
President of the Farragut Club, who was un­ 
derstood to be the official time-keeper. The 
timers of the teferee boat, however, agree 
that the three miles was made in 19:30, and 
this has been declared official. Gaudaur, 
therefore, broke the record, the best pre­ 
vious time being his own against Teenier 
over the same course—19:54—though it is 
announced Haitian also broke the previous 
record, he having finished in 19:34. His 
backer says he will send Haitian to Aus­ 
tralia, and if he defeats Beachwill, once 
more pit him against Gaudaur.

bynefits and the appreciation of local 
values. 
A good deal can be accomplished under 
a new city charter, which is now open to 
us to make, aud it is by no means too 
early to advance the question for the con­ 
sideration of the people. 
In all things there must he a beginning. 
Sacramento has an excellent one in the 
Citizens’ Committee, in the present pros­ 
perity of the city, in our augm roting com­ 
merce and expanding trad e; in the upward 
tendency of values, and in the certainty 
that a large immigration is pouring into 
the State and that it is of a desirable class. 
If we do not get our share, and retain it, it 
will he the fault of Sacramento onlv. 


The people oi Sacramento can, hy union 
of effort, do so much for this city and the 
suburban region that after a year’s steady 
effort they will be astonished at the re­ 
sults. 
They should hold up the hands of the 
newly-formed citizen’s committee. 
If they 
do not at all times agree as to the policies 
best to be adopted let ail disagreement be 
referred to and end in that committee, 
where it must be assumed that the wisest 
judgm ent will prevail. 
Citizens must not go about depreciating 
individual efforts to locally im prove; they 
must receive all suggestions and plans and 
hear their advocates 
patiently. 
They 
must not give “ black eyes” by declaring 
this or that proposition bad; this or that 
scheme for local improvement impractic­ 
able; but let the body chosen pass and 
decide upon all schemes and propositions. 
They should bend their efforts unitediv 
to secure, just so far as is possible to be 
done, the improvement of more streets; 
the betterm ent of sidewalks ; the replacing 
of low and tumble-down fronts on bus­ 
iness streets w ith substantial and hand­ 
some structures They should foster in all 
possible ways the effort to secure greater 
uniformity of architecture upon our bus­ 
iness streets and the removal of all that is 
unsightly, that interrupts street view and 
gives the city an air of shabbiness. 
They should leave no stone unturned to 
legally dispossess the city of the Chinese 
quarters. 
They should stim ulate the plan 
to fill the slough,and promote the pending 
negotiations to secure the erection by the 
railroad company uf an exhibition build­ 
ing near the depot for the display of Cali­ 
fornia products. 
They should do whatever is wise to be 
done, to promote the completion of the 
railroad to Placerville, and encourage the 
running of the morning and evening ac­ 
commodation passenger trains into the 
suburbs. 
They should make a united endeavor to 
invite attention anew to the advantages of 
Sacramento, the desirability of the climate, 
an<l the richness of this producing section. 
They should lie prepared to receive visitors 
and to escort them about the city and 
suburbs. 
The subdivision and marketing of large 
land-holdings, everyone wants. 
It is the 
unanimous desire ; the people are a unit 
on that proposition ; they have right and 
reason on their side and they will win. 
B ut while we are doing all that possibly 
can be done to secure subdivision and 
equal taxation, we should neglect no op­ 
portunity to secure new settlement upon 
other lands contiguous to the city, and of 
which it is the natural trade center. 
W e should encourage water coir.panics 
to hringw ater upon uplands abont the city 
east and north, and thus vastly enhance 
the productive capacity of these tracts, and 
proportionately'the trade interests of the 
city. Just as far as it can be done honestly 
and with a fair chance of paying, manu­ 
facturing should be encouraged. 
Our financial issues ought to lie as speed­ 
ily and quietly adjusted and got out of the 
way as business exj>erience and financial 
sagacity can bring about, to the end that 
taxation may decline and local values ad­ 
vance. 
Toe formation of syndicates with goodly 
capital to colonize lands should lie cncour- 
aged, for all such cannot but contribute to 
the welfare of the city and the benefit of 
the investors, since capital will enter into 
such schemes only upon assurance of fair 
return and the success of colonization. 


I f c l e a r w a t e r c a n h e b r o u g h t i n for do­ 
mestic 
p u r p o s e s without involving the 
people in debt, i t will enhance the attrac­ 
tiveness ol the city and j romote manufact­ 
uring by furnishing cheap motive powef. 
As soon a s it c a n 
Ik? done, the disposal of 
city sewage should I.ave attention, as also 
the drainage system. 
W hile this is a long list of tasks, it 
ought not to stagger men devoted to their 
homes. 
They are all possible of accom­ 
plishm ent within a not long period, and it 
is good business judgm ent that they are all 
w ithin the capacity of the people without 
the assumption of new burdens that will 
not be more than compensated by new 


REPLACING THE 
OBSTRUCTIONS. 


The Chicago Times recalls th at thirty 
years ago it was argued in favor of grant­ 
ing aid to transcontinental railways, “ that 
the Pacific slope was separated from the 
rest 
of 
the 
republic by 
a 
great 
mountain harrier that formed a natural 
boundary. 
Its commercial front was on 
the Pacific oecan. Its external commercial 
interests looked toward Asia, Australia 
the Pacific archipelagos, and the trans- 
andcan ports of Spanish America. 
There 
was no ligature binding the Pacific coun­ 
try to the republic, save that of race and 
language; and this, in emergencies that 
would appear in the future, was too feeble 
to prevent political separation. 
If the re­ 
public was not to lie politically divided on 
the line of the great mountain range, it 
was necessary to remove that obstacle to 
intercommunication hy the construction of 
a continental railway.” 
The Times did not approve the subsidy 
and credit policy, and believes it to have 
been ill-advised. 
But it is not slow to per­ 
ceive, now that the railroads have been 
built, that the interstate commerce law is a 
statute to replace the obstructions to inter­ 
communication lietween distant parts and 
places, th at have been removed; to recover 
and reinstate the distance, the time, and 
the cost that have been annihilated; to re­ 
establish, in the degree that it may be pos­ 
sible to do so by artificial obstructions of 
commerce, the conditions that, it was be­ 
lieved, threatened the republic with dis­ 
memberment. 
“ Nay, the new Reagan-Cullom policy 
goes back still further in history, even to 
the colonial period and the ephemeral 
Federal Union, when every State, being a 
sovereign entity, had liberty to levy a pro­ 
tective tariff embargo against the com­ 
merce of every other State, and exercised 
that blessed boon of the protectionist doc­ 
trinaire with all its legislative might. The 
establishment of a N ational Constitution 
put an end to those conditions of human 
blessedness (as Jefferson Davis might say, 
if he did not still deny that we have a 
National Constitution). 
Since 1788, no 
section of the Republic has had power to 
make war on any other section, city, or 
town hy a hostile exercise of the com­ 
merce-regulating power. 
No common­ 
wealth can assume, nor resume, a faculty 
of sovereignty that twenty-five of them 
never have j>ossessed, and that the other 
thirteen abdicated upon their acceptance 
of the constitutional Republic. 
But the 
N ational Legislature may regulate com­ 
merce, even in the same way that each of 
the colonies did during and before the 
Federal union; 
that is, bv obstructing 
commerce between different sections. And 
this is the effect of the Reagan-Cullom 
Act.” 


LARGE PAPERS. 


The overgrown newspapers of San Fran- 
ciseo have become so voluminous, that to 
wade through the contents of a single is­ 
sue is a good half day’s work. 
As a re­ 
sult, they are not pleasing to people who 
have not the half of their lives to devote 
to newspaper reading. 
One of our metro­ 
politan contemporaries, realizing this fact, 
has just entered upon a scheme to neutral­ 
ize, to some extent, the weariness, and 
often the aggravation of attem pting to find 
“ the new s” in the mammoth sheets. 
It 
now presents in a column and a half all 
m aterial news condensed into very briefest 
form. This is a partial relief, hut we ap­ 
prehend th at the era of the many paged 
newspaper will not be extended. 
The de­ 
mand of public convenience alone will, in 
time, make the concise journal the favor­ 
ite, all other things being equal. 
There is 
no reason why business rivalry should 
drive publishers to issuing such monstrous­ 
ly large papers th at they are tedious to 
read, and difficult to handle—as for bind­ 
ing and preserving one of these “ big” pa­ 
pers for a volume, that is quite out of the 
question. 


THOSE WHO FAVOR IT. 


A caustic writer in an Kastern journal 
speaking of the interstate law folly says; 
“ It is to be noted th at the only interests 
which favor the fourth section are those 
which are to be benefitted by an increase 
in the cost of transportation. 
It is in 
other words only class legislation; a law 
which is to tax the producer for the benefit 
of other small classes. 
The river men 
hope to have a revival of prosperity, not 
because they propose to 
reduce their 
charges for the services they are to ren­ 
der, hut because, with the railroads denied 
the privilege of contending with them for 
the carrying trade of the interior, business 
will, by the law, Ik? 
forced to the water 
routes, aud 
they can charge what they 
please.” 


W h e r e are the friends of the State

Let them 
rise to 
the level 
of duty 
and do all 
that in 
them lies 
to culti­ 
vate public sentim ent in San Francisco up 
to the point of protest against the action of 
the Mechanics’ Institute F air managers. 
Every man in this city has some influence 
in San Francisco—let him exert it now in 
behalf of fair-dealing. 
This people, by 
unanimity of action, can touch the quick 
of public conscience in San Francisco. Let 
every citizen who lias a friend in San 
Francisco open a correspondence with him 
upon this subject at once, and stating the 
hare facts, appeal to him to exert himself 
to have justice done. 
Such a course will 
give the friends of the society in San 
Francisco support and hacking, and will 
awaken against the Institute managers 
such a protesting assault as will force them 
to recede. 
The men who claim to exercise 
influence with their fellows in San Fran­ 
cisco and fail to use it now, do Sacramento 
and N orthern California great wrong. 


B e l i e v e none who set themselves up as 
infallible, and say this or that is the only 
thing to do to secure the degree of en.

The truth is, there is no 
patent device to succeed.

enjoys his stay there. And so his rooms at 
the Badschloss Hotel have been taken for 
three weeks from July 20th. The Emperor 
is to leave Berlin about June 17th for Ems. 
where he will stay three weeks. H e will 
afterwards visit the Empress at Coblentz 
and the royal family of Baden at the Island 
of Mainan, near Constance, on liis way to 
Gastein. 
The condition of the Crown Prince re­ 
mains the same as last week. He is well 
and hearty, but voiceless, or nearly so. He 
will no doubt improve in this respect to 
some extent when his throat recovers from 
the immediate effect of the operation per­ 
formed by Dr. Morrell Mackenzie; hut his 
voice cannot be fully restored until the 
growth is entirely cleared away. In view 
of the alarmist rumors flying about, it may 
be well to state that the growth is not much 
laiger than a split pea.

City lloard of E ducation. 
Board met last evening, all present. 
Various committees made reports oí small 
matters attended to. 
Mr. Davis stated that wire screens for the 
doors and windows of the school building 
at Twenty-seventh and J streets were badly 
needed, as the flies are very annoying 
when the doors and windows are open, as 
they have to be during warm weather. The 
matter was referred to the Chairman of the 
Committee on Buildings and Repairs, 
with power to act. 
It was reported that N. J. Toll, Census 
Marshal, had completed the school census 
for 1887, taking, under the law, only 
children between the ages of 5 and 17 years. 
Mr. Toll registered 6,067 children. Last 
year the registration reached a total of only 
5,756, or 311 less than this. 
The City Superintendent reported the en­ 
rollment and attendance at school during 
April to have been as follows: High 
School—Enrolled, 123; average daily at­ 
tendance. 112. 
Sacramento Grammar 
School—Enrolled, 544; attendance, 181. 
Capital Grammar School—Enrolled, 402;

How It W as Observed In tlie Capital 
City. 
As is the annual custom, Memorial Day 
was yesterday observed in this city most 
appropriately. Business of all kinds was 
suspended, banks and business houses were 
closed, and the appearance of the streets 
reminded one of Sunday. Flags were un­ 
furled to the breeze at half-mast through­ 
out the city, while many buildings were 
decorated in the habiliments of mourning. 
The management of the committees from 
the different Grand Army Posts and Relief 
Corps was most excellent; all acted in har­ 
mony, and the programme was fully car­ 
ried out in the most impressive manner. 
The day was quite warm, particularly so 
for the" military. Grand Arrnv men, and 
members of civic societies who were in 
line, their uniforms being of heavy woolen 
material. 
The procession commenced forming on 
Tenth and L streets at 1:30 p. m., but did 
not get started until 2:15. The line of march 
was from Tenth and L, to K, to Second, to 
J, to Tenth, to the city cemetery. The pro­ 
cession was a long one and very imposing 
in appearance. The entire city seemed to 
turn out, the sidewalks along the line of 
march were crowded, and the “ city of the 
dead ” was filled with thousands of people, 
who decorated the graves of the departed 
with the handsome floral pieces. 
The order of the proceeeion was as fol­ 
lows : Platoon of twelve policemen under 
command of Chief Dilliuan ; Grand Mar­ 
shal Tozer and aids mounted; Brigadier- 
General John T. Carey and staff in car­ 
riages; First Artillery liand, twenty pieces; 
First Artillery Regiment. Companies A, E, 
F and G, under command of Colonel Guth­ 
rie ; Uniformed Rank Knights of I’ythjas, 
Captain Davis; Knights of Sherwood For­ 
est, Commander Morgan ; Hussar Baud, 16 
piec.'s; Sacramento Hussars, Captain F. 
Heilbron ; Sunnier Post, Commander L.W. 
Estes; Warren Post, Commander J. N. 
Moore; Fair Oaks Post, Commander John 
N. Larkin ; ex-soldiers and sailors, Mexi­ 
can veterans, sons of veterans, Sumner and 
Fair Oaks Women's Relief Corps in car­ 
riages. California Pioneers, citizens in car­ 
riages. 
The memorial services were held in the 
Grand Army plat in the eastern portion of 
the cemetery. In the center of the plat is 
a large monument erected, “In memory of 
our fallen comrades," around which the 
officers of the day and those who took part 
in the exercifses congregated. The graves 
were buried deep with flowers. The two 
bands occupied a position on the south 
side of the plat and furnished patriotic 
music suitable for the occasion. The ritual 
services were read by the officers of Sum­ 
ner ¡Posts assisted by Comrade A. T. 
Needham, of Alameda, who acted in the 
capacity of Chaplain. The first general 
order, calling for the observance of Deco­ 
ration Day, some nineteen years ago 
issued by John A. Logan, the soldier, 
patriot, and statesman who died within 
the past year, was read as appropriate to 
the day. His burning words of eloquence, 
breathing patriotism in every line, seemed 
mote appropriate than ever, and every 
veteran’s head was bowed in reverence and 
silence as they were read by Adjutant 
Maydwell. 
Throughout the cemetery the decorations 
were so numerous, so appropriate, so ex­ 
pressive of love, reverence and affection, 
that it awakened in the minds of all 
thoughts of the many tender ties that had 
been broken, of the hearts that had been 
made sad, of the numberless homes that 
had been made desolate and lonely, when 
the silver cord was broken.” and the 
loved one, whose grave was now “ kept 
green,” whose memory was honored and 
revered, had crossed the “ silent river” 
and entered that unknown land, “from 
whose bourne no traveler returns.” The 
decorations appeared to be very gen­ 
eral throughout the cemetery; every little 
mound covered the remains of “ somebody's 
darling.” 
The graves of soldiers were 
easily distinguished from those of civilians, 
from the fact that each was marked with a 
small flag, the banner for the preservation 
of which he left his home, family and 
friends, and offered up his life a sacrifice 
on the altar of his country. 
Steep, comrade, sleep, and rest 
On this field of the grounded arms, 
Where foes no more molest, 
No sentry's shot alarms. 
Ye have slept on the ground before. 
And started to your feet 
At the cannon’s sudden roar. 
Or the drum's redoubling beat. 
But in tti camp of death 
No sound your slumber breaks, 
Here is no fevered breath. 
No wound that bleeds aud aches. 
All is repose and peace, 
I 'm rumpled lies the sod. 
The shouts of battle cease, 
It is the truce of God. 
Rest, comrade, rest, and sleep; 
The thoughts of man shall be 
As sentinels to keep 
Your rest from danger free. 
Your silent tents of green 
We deck with fragrant flowers. 
Yours has tlie suffering been, 
The memory shall he ours. 
The exercises, notwithstanding the many 
hundred vehicles that were in line, passed 
off without an accident. The management 
was as fellows : President of the Day, J.

C alifornia and N evada Fish Interests. 
Fish Commissioners Routier and Sher­ 
wood returned yesterday from their trip to 
Tahoe and Truckee, and evidently were 
well pleased with what they saw relating 
to fish interests. At a meeting of the Com­ 
missioners hereafter action will be taken 
concerning certain matters referred to in 
the following item, taken from the Truckee 
Republican of Saturday: 
"J. Routier, of Sacramento, and J. F. 
Sherwood, of Marysville, Fish Commis­ 
sioners, have been in this vicinity since last 
Thursday investigating the fish interests. 
On Thursday they went to Donner Lake 
and caught a nice string of trout. The 
same afternoon in company with Judge 
Cary, Commissioner from Nevada, they 
went to Lake Tahoe and took a view of 
that magnificent sheet of water. They in­ 
spected the new fish hatchery of Captain 
Todtuan at Tahoe City. They found a 
well arranged institution which will be 
productive of much good. 
They have 
concluded to allow him to continue opera­ 
tions. 
At McKinney’s, Mr. Shebly is 
taking spawn for the use of the State 
Hatchery near Crass Valley. Three hun­ 
dred and fifty thousand spawn will be 
taken from Tahoe for this hatchery. Tlie 
party then crossed Taboe and went to 
Carson, returning by rail to ttiis place. 
To-day they are inspecting the dams along 
the river. To-night it is proposed to meet 
some of the mem hers of the Anglers' Asso­ 
ciation at the Truckee Hotel parlors and 
talk over the needs of this section in con­ 
nection with fish. It is proposed toappoint 
a Ilepnty Commissioner to reside here, who 
will see that the fish laws are observed, and 
who will attend to the transplanting of fish 
in the neighboring lakes and streams. It 
will probably be left with the Association 
to say who the Deputy will be. Tlie Com­ 
missioners recognize the importance of this 
place as a distributing point lor fish and a 
hatchery may he established here in the 
near future. They find that our streams 
and lakes contain the finest fish in the 
State and speak in high terms of praise of 
the advantages we possess for fishing and 
fishermen.”
